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OUR DEBT TO BUMBLEBEES, 


The Part TU«*e Busy Worker* Flay In tU« 


Fertilization of Flower*, 


Barnoy Hoskin Standish writes an 


article on "The Bumblebee" for St. 
Nioliolas. Mr. Standish. saya: The work 
of the bumblebee iu bringing about the 
cross fertilization of flowers is as im- 
portant aa that of the honeybee, uud 
these two stand at the head of tho list 
of insects useful in this respect. Each 
has its flowers which it alone visits, 
but there am many flowers on neutral 
ground visited by both. So we may 
say of the bumblebee, as of the honey- 
bee, 
the more 
bumblebees the more 


seeds; the more seeds tho more flowers 
—especially wild flowers, as the tull 
bellflower, touch me not, Solomon's seal, 
gentian, Dutchmen's breeches and tur- 
tle head. But probably the most impor- 
tant work this insect does for agricul- 
ture is upon the fields of red clover. 
There is abundant proof that this plant 
•will not produce seed without the co- 
operation of the bumblebee. It ia im- 
possible for the wind to bring about the 
fertilization of tho seed, as it may do 
in the case of Indian corn, grain and 
Some forest trees. The tnbe of red clo- 
Ter blossoms, too, is so long that other 
Insects (including the honeybee) are 
not regular visitants. 


Here is proof that this plant must 


have visits from the bumblebee. This 
insect is not a native of Australia, and 
red clover failed to produce seed there 
until bumblebees were imported. As 
soon as they became numerous the plant 
could be depended upon for 
seed.

ALL IN DOUBT 


news from China is moat un- 


satisfactory. Rumor follows on the 
heels of rumor and among1 the columns 
of stuff that are received and printed 
there rarely appears a definite state- 
ment based on actual knowledge of the 
situation. The international expedi- 
tion may be In PeWn or eternity for 
all we know, what preceded or followed 
the bombarding and taking of the Taku 
forts is yet a secret of the silent east. 
how they are faring- at Tien Tsin or at 
Pekin, the capital, is unknown, to prob- 
ably everybody exceat those in the 
cities themselves. 


Meanwhile we hear of the rushing of 


foreign forces to Chinese waters, all 
centering on Taku. Ruaasa is pouring 
in her men, Japan is sending men and 
ships and Great Britain is even bring- 
ing1 men from India and from South 
Africa, if reaorts be true. The deter- 
mination of the hour Is given In the 
proclamation cabled home by Rear-Ad- 
miral Bruce. The foreign forces are to 
be used, against no one out the boxers 
and those who oppose «heir march to 
the relief of fheir fellow countrymen. 
And the march was to begin when suf- 
ficient troops had arrived. Them it was 
that a movement was to have com- 
menced against Tien. Tsin. But we 
.have no positive information. All we 
know is that "ooth in Pekin and Tien 
Tsin the forign officials and every for- 
eigner are in imminent per!!, If many 
of them have not been massacred, and 
that their property is being ruthlessly 
destroyed. The rebellion is spreading 
and it looks as if it were running 
through all China like fire through a 
forest. Often conflict between the arm- 
ed forces of China and the forces of 
tEe foreign powers has taken place, 
putting the Chinese government in the 
position of having begun war upon all 
Europe. 


This is the situation, and up to the 


present the power of the United States 
at the centre of the disturbance is but 
a handful of men* a cruiser and a gun- 
boat or two under an admiral tied UD 
by timid department caution. But it is 
understood this government is begin- 
ning to rise to the occasion, and is pre- 
pared to send an adequate military 
force and naval outfit to the mouiEh of 
the Pel Ho.

United States the uudersigTied an- 
nounces amnesty with complete Im- 
munity for the past ana absolute lib- 
erty of action for the future to all per- 
sons who are now or at any time since 
February 4, 1899, have been ia insurrec- 
tion against the United States in either 
a military or civic capacity and who 
shall within a period of 90 days from 
the date hereof formally renounce all 
connection with the insurrection and 
subscribe to a declaration acknowledg- 
ing and accepting the sovereignty and 
authority of the United States in and 
over the Philippine islands. The priv- 
ilege herewith published, is extended to 
ell concerned, without any reservation 
whatever, excepting that persons who 
have violated the laws ,/f war during 
the period of active hostilities are not 
embraced within the scope of thisi am- 
nesty. 


The proclamation notifies all who 


Trish to take advantage of ita provis- 
ions that they may apply to the nearest 
military station where they will be re- 
ceived with proper consideration, their 
immediate wants provided for and also 
transportation to any part of the ar- 
chipelago to which they may elect to 
go. Thirty peeoa will be paid to every 
man who delivers up a gun in good 
condition.

SPOOK'S. 


flu ZtaU of Their Origin ttUmown. Tney 


Are So Very Ancient. 


It you desire to know about the soar- 


city of really reliable data g» the histo- 
ry of spoons, take down your handbooks 
fttufeeaopokpedlafl and see if itdoeen't 
take you a long while to learn anything 
concerning their origin, "nativity," 
etc. In fact, the antiquarians do not 
pretend to give ns anything of value in 
that line. It is admitted that they are 
"very ancient, "bo» jort exactly how 
old they an and by whom and where 
they were flat used «re pc' ifs npon 
which we ore k£t completely in the 
dark Orcigbton says, "Bpobns must 
have been a very aucient invention, for 
a Saxon spoon of perforated silver gilt, 
ornamented with gems, warfodad in a 
grave at Sarre, Thanefc" 


tyhen forks were unknown^ spoons 


played a very important part at the ta- 
ble. Spoons of the thirteenth century, 
and even later, had handles terminat- 
ing in a knob, knot, acorn or other odd 
and cumbersome devices. About the 
period of the restoration, of which so 
much is said iu English history, & great 
change was made in the forms of 
spoons. In some of the unique patterns 
the "spoon" part was divided into two* 
three and even four parts, aod the ban- 
die always split or twisted and tamed 
up instead of down end back. Spoons 
of that period were all blunt instead of 
beingjpointed as in the forms generally 
seen at present. They continued short 
and blunt down to the time of George 
I, when they were first made pointed 
and had the handles turned down in- 
stead of up. 


About the year 1500 what wore 


known as "apostle spoons" were intro- 
duced. They were so called because 
they had the figures of the 12 apostles 
carved upon their handles. They were 
generally given by sponsors to children 
at their time of baptism. The wealthy 
presented the entire 13, those who could 
not afford to indulge in snob extrava- 
gance giving one or more, according as 
they felt able.

A SELFISH SHAH. 


The High Price* of Persian I*nub Capes 


Accounted For. • 


The shah of Prrsia may be only in 


the 2:80 class in matters of diplomacy 
and he does not dare exactly to slap 
Queen Victoria or Kaiser Wllhelm on 
the back when the potentates chance to 
meet, but, ao far as matters in Persia 
are concerned, when the shah makes a 
law it is generally enforced to the letter. 


A case in point may "be cited in the 


matter of Persian lambskin. Persian 
lambskins are and have long been an 
article of staple demand in the com- 
mercial world. They have commanded 
such good prices that the supply was 
hardly equal to the demand. Conse- 
quently, when the shah one day ordered 
spring lamb with mint sauce, the cook 
was obliged to confess that the dish was 
beyond the command of the Persian 
treasury. 
Of course the cook was 


promptly beheaded, but the shah could 
not find another cook who would agree 
to furnish spring lamb whenever his 
majesty desired to indulge in that deli- 
cacy. 


This naturally irritated the shah. 


After consulting with three or four of 
his most trusted advisers, who could see 
no way out of the difficulty and who 
consequently disappeared from their 
homes and society in a mysterious man- 
ner, the shall finally decided that the 
commerce of Persia .was threatened by 
the extinction of Persian sheep and Per- 
sian lambs. Consequently he made a 
decree that any person found with lamb- 
skins in Ms possession for purposes of 
trade or commerce would be fined heav- 
ily. Since then the export trade in Per- 
sian lambskins has stopped with a 
blunt and nauseating jar.—Boston Ad- 
vertiser.

He found something working at 
a large elm tree in front of his house 
which he believes to be gypsy moths, 
and is now working1 hard to save the 
tree. 


He finds under the rough bark a dark 


colored grub or caterpillar about an 
inch long, which is eating its way into 
the tree, and there are plenty of eggs, 
which show that the crop of tree de- 
stroyers was about to be greatly en- 
larged.

descriptions of the gypsy moth, that 
these are genuine specimens, and that 
it is high time for everybody to be on 
the lookout for the pest. He is strio- 
ping the> rough bark from the tree and 
removing the worms and eggs, and 
hopes he has discovered the trouble 
in time to save the tree,

DOWN WITH A PARACHUTE. 


A CIvcw Balloon 9I*a *m#* «•• Gen- 
tle »»« N«t*BMai4OTM. 


"Coming down from the clouds in & 


parachute is like a dream," said a cir- 
cus balloon artist. "Ever dream of 
falling from a high place? You come 
down, alight quietly and awake, and 
you're not hurt, ^ell, that's the para- 
chute drop over again. No; there la no 
danger. 
A parachute can be guided 


readily on the down trip, but you can't 
steer a balloon. To guide & parachute 
out of barm's way a practiced hand 
can tilt It one way or the other, B&U1 
out air and thus work It to where you 
•wont to land or to avoid water, trees, 
chimneys or church spires. Circus as- 
cneions are generally made In the 
evening. When the sun goes down, the 
wind goes down. The nalloon th«n 
shoots Into the air, and the parachute 
drops back on tte circus lot or not far 
away. A balloon is made of 4 per cent 
muslin and weighs about 500 pounds. 
A parachute is made of 8 cent muslin. 


"There is much more danger is com- 


ing down in a balloon. When It strikes 
the earth, it's like a big ball and 
bounds up again, taking you -with it 
Not long ago in McKeesport, Pa., I 
came down in a balloon because the- 
parachute would not 'let go. I nearly 
came down In a big stack of a blast 
furnace, but the hot air dtove the bal- 
loon away. After that I never Intrust- 
ed the parachute arrangement to any. 
one, but attended to It myself. 


"The rope that secures the parachute 


Is cut with a knife. 
The aeronaut 


drops fully 100 feet before the para- 
chute begins to fill. It must fill if 
you're up high enough. There are sev- 
eral hundred parachute men in the 
business, and the accidents are less to 
ratio than railroad casualties. A man 
can't shake out a parachute if It don't 
open. A man in the air is simply pow- 
erless. Invariably the fall is head first. 
When the parachute begins to fill, the 
descent is less rapid, and finally when 
the parachute has gradually filled it 
bulges out with a pop. Then the aero- 
naut climbs on to his trapeze and 
guides the parachute to a safe landing. 
Jn seven cases out of ten you can land 
back on the lot where you started from. 
The first performers must have had 
nerve to make the drop. Now it is a 
regular business, not considered haz- 
ardous at all. The hardest work is to 
bring back the balloon with a wagon. 
Sometimes it tears in the trees 01 
wherever It may land when not in the 
open."—Hew York Sun.

How They Helped One of Their Sect 


Who IB Sick. 


The Petershelms own one of the fine 


farms In lower Berks county, Pa, 
About two months ago the head of the 
family was stricken, with paralysis, 
and the attention which the other 
members of the family had to give to 
him prevented them giving any time to 
the cultivation of the farm this spring. 
The Petershelms are Amish people. 


The farmers In the neighborhood 


heard of the Petersheta troubles, and 
they determined to cultivate that farm 
in quick order. It is an old time cnsr 
torn among the Amteh people to help 
one another as much as possible. So 
early the other morning, according to a 
Reading (Pa.) dispatch to the New 
York Times, there was a striking pa- 
rade down the Conestoga turnpike. 
The Amlsh fanners, with their two, 
three and four horse teams loaded 
with farm implements, were going to 
the John Petershelm farm. They had 
eome from miles around, and they 
were determined to do the season's 
farm work in a day. Thirteen plows 
were operated in one field. Many har- 
rows were drawn across the plowed 
ground, and a large force of men who 
planted the seed followed. There were 
19 two and three horse teams a* work 
at one time In a single field. 


By the evening the large farm was 


put In complete shape for producing 
this summer. Sixty men had been at 
work. All of them are more or less 
wealthy, and many of them could draw 
checks that the local banks would hon- 
or for thousands of dollars. The Amlsh 
people are a quaint religious sect who 
believe strictly in the golden role.

tHE BANE AND THE NIGHTMARE OF 


A JOURNALIST'S LIFE. 


VVTini a "Beat" Means to the Man 


With a "None For Newnn-O'Ue Pe- 
cnliiiritlen of Securing Inaide News 
by Washington Correspondent*. 
They were all newspaper m€n, and 


they were all so united ou the proposi- 
tion under consideration that they did 
net interrupt the man who was doing 
ths talking. 


"Scoops," said the sharp nosed re- 


porter to the others, "are the bane and 
the nightmare of a newspaper man's 
life, from th6 proprietor and managing 
editor down, to the Maltese office cat 
Many a mac occupies a 'desk' today 
because of a good 'beat,' and many an- 
other man Is engaged in a more humble 
occupation because ho failed to see 
one. Scoops constitute the seesaw of 
journalistic Ufa. 


"A newspaper man Is as touchy on 


this subject as a woman on her bacfc 
hair; justly so, because a standard is 
formed by which his journalistic tal- 
ents are largely rated and his salary 
in accordance. If the city editor asks 
him too often why he 'didn't get It,' he 
finally 'gets It' where the fowl gets the 
ax, and a new man appears on his for- 
mer assignment. 


"Editors, however, are usually con- 


siderate with a good man, for the lat- 
ter will scoop his rival as often as he 
himself Is scooped—perhaps oftener— 
and it thus evens itself up. Sometimes, 
however, the -wielder of the blue pen- 
cil has an attack of acute Indigestion, 
like the rest of us, and things are apt 
to be unpleasant, 


"A good, big 'beaf fills the entire of- 


fice with hilarious joy, and particular- 
ly the lucky reporter rejoices. It oft- 
times means an increase In salary. The 
office of the chief rival contemporary Is 
thrown into corresponding gloom. 


"The city editor is the adjutant gen- 


eral of the force. Usually he is as 
considerate as his duty to the proprie- 
tor permits. Nearly all are graduates 
from the ranks. Where the magazine 
'newspaper story' writer finds the citj' 
editor he usually portrays has always 
been a deep, dull mystery to me. He 
may treat outsiders (to be kind to the 
magazine story writer) as their 'stories' 
sometimes relate, but to his force he 
does not carry a drawn sword In his 
left hand and a pen dipped in redhot 
caustic in his right. He knows that 
of the men under him many are his 
peers, capable of taking bis desk at a 
moment's notice and running it as well 
as he. 


"The now you have it and now you 


haven't it in our profession is well il- 
lustrated by a little occurrence that 
happened in Washington a few years 
ago, and it proves the element of luck 
in the matter of securing news. 


"It was undecided whether congress 


would pass as read a certain very im- 
portant national measure. The New 
York papers were especially 'anxious' 
about it. The drift of opinion among 
the correspondents was that it would 
not so pass. Oa Monday night, say, 
the correspondent of one of the metro- 
politan morning dailies wired, his paper 
that it positively would not go through. 
This paper had been 'talking that end' 
of the bill all along. 


"The correspondent of a rival morn- 


ing paper htid drawn the same conclu- 
sions from his day's investigations at 
the capitol. lie was on his way down 
the west marble steps when he met a 
member to whose opinion on the prob- 
able fate of the bill he attached great 
weight. The member declared that tfce 
bill would positively be passed, uu- 
amended and unchanged, at the open- 
Ing of the session the following day. 


"The correspondent cast his own con- 


trary opinions and those of the mem- 
bers be had interviewed to the winds. 
He wired that night that the bill would 
certainly pass the following day. 
It 


did. 
Its passage was a surprise to the 


country. 


"Before night the other correspond- 


ent was 'relieved' of his position by 
telegraph. 
One made a bold hazard 


against his own judgment, took that 
of another and won. The other con- 
scientiously obeyed the dictates of his 
conclusions, based largely upon tlK- 
opinions of raea who were in a position 
to advise him correctly, and lost. 


"This case also illustrates the pecul- 


iarity of securing news by Washing- 
ton correspondents. It if) sui generis. 
Rules which obtain in other cities are 
impracticable hero. Host of the corre- 
spondent's arc picked men, who earn 
and command good salaries. But one 
of their most important functions is to 
make acquaintances with men in of- 
ficial and congressional life. It is an 
Important element in his profession to 
know who to 'see' about a piece of 
news, and the little interview In ques- 
tion between thn correspondent and the 
congressman on the west steps is but 
an example of everyday episodes in 
tlio life of a Washington correspond- 
ent"—Washington Star.

There Is no need to mention the name 


of his regiment here. That is a secret 
that belongs to the army alone. 


Suffice it to say that his comrades 


are proud of his name. 


IJe should never have entered the ar- 


my at all, much less a hard riding cav- 
alry regiment which had a reputation 
to sustain by a yearly tribute of broken 
necks and collar boues. 


His proper vocation was that of a 


linen draper's assistant and ho had 
filled that occupation very satisfacto- 
rily till one evil day he had fallen in 
love with a girl, a silly, shallow girl, al 
whom no practical man or boy would 
have taken 'a second look.

Spiders' Web Silk. 
! 


It would appear from all accounts 


that M. Chacot's enterprise of the man- 
ufacture of spiders' web silk is to ba 
pursued on a large scale, a factory in 
Paris having been taken for the purpose- 
Here the- spiders will be kept and work- 
ed at regular hours, and when one of 
them is used up he will be fed and help- 
ed back to condition again, while an- 
other will take his place on the bobbin. 
An expert, fully acquainted with tha 
habits of the insect, will be in control 
of the sgider department of the factory, 
the caro of them, feeding, housing, etc. 


In obtaining tho requisite supply, if 


the latter exceeds what is necessary for 
the industry, experiments will be made 
with a view to ascertaining which of 
the different varieties produces the finest 
quality of silk, and in this way those 
not favored with a fino web will be 
weeded out. Trials will likewise be 
made with different diets in order to 
determine whether or not it is possible 
to train the spider to give forth a web 
that is an improvement on the ordinary 
product, the expectation being that| 
perseverance in this respect will result 
in securing a quality of silk hitherto 
unsurpassed.

Steamships Seen at Cape Town 


Surprise Them. 


80BUES IN FBI80N 
DTOLOBTJBE, 


Fast Sailing; Over the Pacific. 


The British bark Galgate, Captain 


Griffiths, a big four master, made a 
record breaking run on her voyage 
from Shanghai to the mouth of the Co- 
lumbia, covering the distance from 
buoy to buoy in 27 days. The nearest 
approach to this record is said to have 
been made by one of Renton, Holmea 
& Co.'s four masted schooners, which 
made the run from Shanghai to the 
sound in 28 days. Vessels from Shang- 
hai are less frequent visitors here than 
those from Yokohama and other Japan 
ports, and the 5 wonderful run of the 
Galgate can be better understood when 
it is stated that the voyage from 
Shanghai to the Columbia is generally 
conceded by shipmasters to be fully a 
week or ten days longer than the run 
from Yokohama. The record passage 
•from the latter port to the Columbia 
river is a fraction less than 22 days, the 
Selkirk making the record run about 
three years ago. 


The Galgate's biggest day's perform- 


ance was 295 miles, but in a ten day, 
run she reeled off over 2,600 miles, an 
average of over 11 miles an hour and 
a speed which would bother most of 
the tramp steamers to maintain.—Port- 
land Oregonian.

Dead Line-/Tr«n»vaal Farmed Are 
a« Ctmulnc la FlaanlDK K»c»pe as 
They A*e In Devising Tr«fi» In 
Warfare. 
The hospitals and prisons in this city 


furnish some notable material for fu- 
ture historians. 
Such exquisite con- 


trasts in human nature and such a va- 
riety of emotions have not existed since 
the days of the early Christian mar- 
tyrs, says Allan Sangree, the New York 
World's correspondent, writing from 
Cape Town, under date of March 20. 


On the one hand you have a few 


thousand Boers of the most provincial 
type, few of whom ever before saw the 
ocean, steamships or steam cars, pen- 
ned up inside an up to date bicycle 
track. The very cement path with its 
precipitlous incline la a constant mar- 
vel to them. As for the 200 transports 
and men-of-war that lie in the harbor, 
his dialect is faadequate to express the 
old Boer's ceaseless wonder. 


Yesterday, by great good luck, I slip- 


ped by a sentry and secured a few mo- 
ments' conversation with a group Just 
arrived.

and knives. The prisoners at Simons 
Bay dug a tunnel 80 feet long and near- 
ly accomplished a 'wholesale escape. 
'A German engineer laid out the course 
and started a hole in his tent Every 
day for four weeks the prisoners work- 
ed in squads, lying down on. their 
stomachs and wriggling along, tearing 
away the earth with their fingers or 
part of a knife.

tinder a sentry box on the outside of 
the fence.

Tho candidates and principles of the

President Robinson said in calling the 


meeting to order that the notice of the 
meeting had been so short that the 
room had not been furnished 
as 
it 


would be, and mentioned the purpose 
of the organization. 
He then called 


upon Lawyer C. P. Niles for the first 
address. 
Mr. Niles spoke briefly in 


hearty support of the republican can- 
didates, the two men who had been 
making history within the last few- 
years, and who stood at the front now 
as the exponents of the issues before 
the American people, than which no 
greater issues had confronted the na- 
tion since the civil war. He spoke of 
the republican princip'es of protection, 
sound money, and the retention of land 
gamed by the blood of American sol- 
diers.

cratic party as a party without an is- 
sue save that of criticism c-f the re- 
publicans, who did not know where 
they stood on the Philippine question, 
except that they were opposed to the 
republicans, and who if they repre- 
sented anything represented the min- 
ority party of the Filipinos.

few things about what he knows;'1 whi"n 
same the latter proceeded to do, inter- 
rupted by frequent applause, and giv- 
ing a strong speech in support of the 


I .idministration. 


In the convention of four years ago, 


hv> E. d, the republican delegates prom- 
ised the country honest money, and put 
to the front as their leader William 
McKinley. You know the contest that 
followed and the glorious victory in 
which the republicans were returned 
to power. Then prosperity returned to 
business.

BOSTON AND ALBANY LEASE 


Debates in Legislature, Tolman's Argu-

A communication was received from 


the attorney general in answer to the 
question whether the commonwealth is 
legally bound to maintain and repair 
state highways taken as such under 
chapter 476, acts of 1S93, and if the pro- 
vis-ions of tiie bill as to the repulr of 
state highways would be void or il- 
legal. The opinion holds that no con- 
tractwas entered into betwene the stale 
and the petitioning towns, and it is 
competent for a succeeding- legislature 
to charge the burden of support of 
state highways as it may see fit. It 
follows that the provisions of the bill 
are not unconstitutional. 


By 104 to 87, the Fitchburg lease was 


postponed to Monday. The friends of 
the bill were in the minority, but the 
vote is not regarded as a test upon the 
passage of the bill. Rather It indicates 
a desire to become better informed on 
the bill. 


Speaker Myers is- doing his best, pub- 


licly and privately, to secure proroga- 
tion by the end of next week, but the 
general opinion of the members is that 
the session will go several days into 
July, and one authority as good as any 
says the end will not be reached be- 
fore July 12.
